KHMER AND KOREA AT 29TH GA~ 

GRUNK SUPPORTERS, INCLUDING GA PRES BOUTEFLIKA, ARE 
APPARENTLY DETERMINED TO HAVE PLENARY BEGIN KHMER DEBATE NOV. 
25 JUST AFTER PALESTINE DEBATE CONCLUDES, AND ARE TRYING 
ALSO TO HAVE COMITE 1 DEBATE ON KOREA POSTPONED UNTIL 
AFTER PLENARY FINISHES WITH KHMER. 

ACCORDING TO DUTCH, LECOMPT (FRANCE) SAID FRANCE

PAKISTANI FONSEC SHAHI TOLD AMB MARTIN LATEST REVISION
